ENGLAND ON o. x. 
OF TURK TREATY 


Refuses to Approve 


Ottawa, Ont., May 26.-+[(Special.}-— 
A @efiant declaration of autonomous 
fights by Canada is contained in the 
correspondence tabled in parlament 
today between the British and Cana- 
dian governments respecting the rati- 
fication by the Canadian parliament 
of the Lausanne peace treaty with 
Turkey. Canada was not invited to 
the peace conference, although the 
British government promised to keep 
the dominions posted on developments. 
* Taking no exception to the course, 
the Canadian government made it clear 
at the outset that it would be obli- 


gated by the treaty only to the extent 
that parliament might decide. 
‘year the British government has been 
pressing for the ratification of the 
treaty by the Canadian parliament. 

The government here refuses to sub- 
mit it to parliament on the ground 
that Canada had no part in the pro- 
ceedings at Lausanne, as it did at Ver- 
sailles and Washington. There the 
matter stands, and technically Canada 
may be still at war with Turkey. 

Imperialists assail the government’s 
position, but the autonomous ground 
is adhered to that only the Canadian 
parliament has a right to decide the 
character and extent of the country’s 
external obligations. 

Part of the correspondence is sup- 
pressed at the request of the British 
government.

IS THE BILL OF RIGHTS A 


SCRAP OF PAPER? 
The extent to which prohibition entorcemept 
legisiation invades fundamental American rights 


. 


in the decision of Judge Woodrough of Omaha, 
reported at length In Tue Tammo of yesterday. 
We cannot believe the decision will fail to be 
taken to the Supreme court for review, for it in- 
volves a question of first importance in our polit- 
ical evolution and should be answered by the 
highest judicial tribunal of the land. 

That question is nothing less than whether the 
American people have surrendered a right won 
by their political ancestors nearly seven centuries 
ago and defended against every threat of auto- 
cratic power since John yielded the Great Charter 
at Runnymede, That right—the right to be tried 
when charged with crime by a jury of his peers— 
has been considered the most precious heritage 
ot a freeman. Time and again it hes been as- 
sailed but always our ancestors have cherished it, 
fought for it, and restored it when it has been 
taken from them or encroached upon. The ques 
tion is whether this generation is willing to give 


Certainly lt is time for us to know what we 
intend to preserve of our heritage of freedom. 
Certainly that heritage is rapidly passing from us 
without a genera] realisation of any loss. A few 
protest, but there ig no such discussion of the 
basic issues of constitutional right as a previous 
generation of Americans or any generation of Brit- 
ish would give them. If we are worthy of self 
government we shall not shirk the tissue. We 
may give up our historic guaranties in exchange 
for some social benefit, promised us for the sur- 
render, as other free people have done in the past, 
but let us at least know what the barter is, what 
the price paid. 

In the recent Grossman pardon case we called 
attention to the provision of the Volstead act un- 
der which the executive power to pardon was nul- 
lified by indirection and resort to the writ of in- 
junction. In that comment we pointed out that 
the court applying the Volstead act held in effect 
that though the President might pardon an of-

Senator Norris, chairman of the senate agricul- 
tural committee which is conducting hearings on 
the Ford Muscle Shoals bill, is mad. A woman wit- 
ness who wes heard at the request of Senator 
Heflin reminded Mr. Norris that at a barbecue at 
Muscle Shoals he had promised to be for the bill 
if one pf the pretty girls at the gathering would 
kiss him and that a 16 year old gir! did.

His reputation is not 
hurt and it would be our guess that the kiss, in- 
stead of kissing the bill through, will help send it 
into the rough, Nothing much is gained by step- 
ping on the dignity of a senator, The senators are 
all mem of the same club and tactics which 
would get one of them might get all of them.

JUSTICES WHO ARM 
GUNMEN. 


A Justice of the peace who trades in gun permits 
without regard to the fitness of the applicant is 
unt to be a magistrate. It is not enough to 
order him to revoke the permits granted and to 
warn him to be more careful. Measures should be 
taken for his removal. There is no color of excuse 
for him. The papers are full of the evil of un 
toting. Any man fit to be an enforcer of the public 
peace knows the extent of the evil. If he has any 
‘sense of responsibility, any intent to keep his oath 
of office or fulfill his official obligations, he will be 
the last to add to it. This justice should go, ana 
any other who trades irresponsibly upon the gun

Survey Now Planned 

Now information of this character 
is to be obtained, tabulated, and an- 
alyzed by the federal bureau of public 
roads and the highway department of 
Cock county.

The results 
of the investigation are expected to 
show what roads should be widened, 
to what -width and for what length.

New Orleans, La., May 26.—Discov- 
ery of a new anesthetic was announced 
tonight by Dr. John T. Halsey, pro- 
f of pharmacology and therapeu- 
ties at Tulane university, in a paper 
read before the Orleans Medical so- 
clety. 

The anesthetic is propylene gas, 
contained in some natural gas, and 
which Dr. Halsey and hig laboratory 
assistants, Chapman Reynolds and 
Harold B. Cook, the three of whom dis- 
covered its properties, believe can be 
manufactured from mineral oils. Dr. 
Halsey’s announcement came after 
several months of laboratory work by 
his assistants and himself. 

“ Propylene is similar to ethylene, 
the discovery of whose anesthetic 
properties, announcéd last year in Chi- 
cago, was hailed with enthusiasm by 
the medical profession, and resulted 
in its extensive use in surgical cases,” 
said Dr. Halsey. 

Dr. Halsey said the apparent supe- 
riority of propylene was due to the 
fact that it was active even though 
considerably diluted with oxygen. An 
anesthetic depends for its usefulness 
on its possible administration in suffi- 
cient strength to obtain complete an- 
esthesia, without injury fröm poison- 
ous property of the gas, he pointed 
out. Oxygen must be administeréd 
mixed with the gas, and it. therefore 
is essential that the anesthetic itself 
be of sufficient strength to bring about 
complete unconsciousness, even when 
inhaled considerably diluted with oxy- 
gen.

Victor Herbert 
Drops Dead on 


at once the most talented and the most 


Way to Doctor 


He Was Most Popular of 
Our Operetta Writers.

New York, May 26.—[Special.]—vVic- 
tor Herbert, composer of more than 


forty operas, operettas, and revues, fell 
dead this afternoon as he was ascend: ' 
ing the stairs to visit his doctor. He 
had lunched at the Lambs, kept an en- 
gagement with F. Ziegfeld (for whom 
he was Writing music for the 1924 Fol- 
lies), and was apparently in the best 
of spirits and health. Some of his new 
music was heard the other night at the 
premiere of Round the Town,” a 
revue; and he was loaded with con- 
tracts for the movies and the stage for 
the coming season. 


Dublin, Ireland, in 1859, and was on 
his mother’s side the grandson of Sam- 
uel-Lover, the novelist and poet. He 
married Therese Förster, a German | 
singer, and came to the United States 
with her. She, a son, and two daugh- 
ters survive. 


HERBERT’S BUSY CAREER. 
By any measure, Victor Herbert was 


successful of American -composers of 
light opera. Like every other man or 


| woman who has made a success in that 


field, he was aflame with ambition to 
write in the “big manner” of the 
tragic and romantic composers, and to 
have his name take its place in align- ; 
ment with Verdi's, Wagner's, and the 
other immortals of musie- drama. He 
died with at least one such work to his 
eredit— “ Natoma,” written for and 
produced by the Chicago Opera, in 
1911, under Campanini. Despite the 
handicap of a libretto just a little 
worse than is customary in the lyric’ 
theater, “ Natoma” was a success in | 
Chicago and wherever it was sung; and | 
there has been in recent years a defi- 
nite request for its restoration to the 
live répertoire in the Auditorium. An- 
other of Herbert’s pieces for the opera- 
house, Madeleine,“ was composed to 
a libretto by Grant Stewart; and Cam- 
panini put it on for some performances 


here in 1916.

Herbert could talk with fascination 
and a superb sense of derisive epithet 
on the topic of grand-opera libretti.

His first comic piece, Prince Ananias,” 
was not a success: The Bostonians gave 
it in the heyday of the great vogue 
they had won with De Koven’s “ Robin 
Hood.” But his next, The Wizard of 
the Nile,” put on by Frank Daniels, 
caught the popular ear and held it; and 
it was quickly followed by “ The Sere- 
nade,” which swept the country with 
its rich melodies, and gave to The Bos- 
tonians a fresh lease of life just as 
“Robin Hood” was beginning to fade 
from repetition. 

“The Serenade” and “Mile. Mo- 
diste, which he composed to fit Fritzi 
Scheff, were his best operetta scores: 
but neither of them was of greater ap- 
peal than the music he wrote for 
Babes in Toyland,” one of the extrav- 
aganzas the Hamlins staged in what is 
now Cohan's Grand. There were 
many more, of course: I have counted 
forty-two, exclusively of the contribu- 
tions he made to some editions of the 
Ziegfeld Follies; but the three named 
stand out in memory for the gaiety of 
their tunes and the sense of the theater 
which dominated his-scores. Of the 
others, public affection holds in mem- 
ory “The Red Mill,” in which Mont- 
gomery and Stone cavorted for three 
years, and “ It Happened in Nordland,” 
which he wrote for Lew Fields after 
the latter’s separation from Weber: 
and another score of exquisite ideas 
was done for “ Algeria,” although the 
public cared nothing much for it. 


— 
Another of Herbert's talents had to 


do with the cello: he was one of the 


world’s three or four virtuoso players; 
and still another was his flair for con- 
ducting. I have never known a con- 
ductor of greater magnetism than this 


merry, human Irishman of German, 


training and American enthusiasm; 


and this was true whether he was at 
the desk for an orchestra of twenty- 


six or thirty in one of his operettas 


or facing the eighty to a hundred in-

Evanston is playing host this* week 
to the southwest shore of Lake Mich- 
igan, with its music festival as the 
great item of entertainment.

It was well trained: it thundered 
along with much accuracy, at least up 
to the intermission, at which time I 
was compelled to leave. For the lighter 
passages the A Cappella choir took 
command, furnishing a startling con- 
trast from the mere fact that it was 
perhaps two dozen strong as against 
the army that sang at other times. 

Louis Graveure, the haritone, had 
the solo part of Elijah. He is perhaps 
not the ideal Elijah of all time. since 
his best performances lie in singing of 
a more delicate and graceful type. But 
he sang this part with all the voice 
that was in him, and when he enme to 
“Is Not His Word Like a Fire?” he 


put a degree of intense, dramatic fer- 


vor into the solo, that made Aim the 


second sensation, in point of time, of 
the evening. The first was the tenor, 
Richard Crooks, in “If with All Your 
Hearts,” an ideal performance of the 
famous melody. Here were two solo sec- 
tions that deserve to be remembeyed.

Spring Vegetable Soup. 


It would be entertaining, although 
of no particular value otherwise, to 


know all the different names for vege- 


table soups. Recently I had one labeled 
grandmother’s soup, or “ potage grand 
mere.” Such soups are, by the French, 
frequently given the name of garden- 
er's soup or gardener’s wife soup. The 
best known or most international name 
for these soups is “ julienne.” 

The spring vegetable soup needs to 
be a daintier thing than the winter 
vegetable soup, and given as spring- 
like an atmosphere as possible. First, 
in any case, there must be the meat 
stock, and the cleaning of the soup 
bone to great immaculateness, and 
then its long and slow simmering is 
what gives us the necessary foundation 
for all the vegetable soups.

The proportions of vegetables to use 
with the meat stock are one-fourth 
pound of finely cut up vegetable to one 
quart of meat stock. If the vegetables 
are not cut up fine, it takes rather too 
long for them to cook in the meat 
een. and they seem to absorb too 

much of it, when really what has hap- 
pened is that too much of the liquid 
has evaporated in the cooking. 

It is best to cut the vegetables in 
the smallest strings—carrots, turnips, 
green beans, and always celery or cel- 
ery leaves cut fine. As little as a small 
half of a tomato to a quart of soup 
stock is considered by some persons 
the finishing touch. 

One way to shorten the coviking is 
to heat the vegetables in a bit of water 
of fat in the frying pan, cooking them 
about ten minutes, then to add the 
meat stock and simmer unt}! the vege- 
tables are tender, but there are almost 
as many ways of making of a vegeta- 
ble soup as there are names for it. Be 
most careful about adding salt, or salt
